LONDON, March 21.—An engagement 


occurred yesterday off the Belgian coast 


between four British and three German 
destroyers. Two of the German vessels 
were hit. Four men on the British boats 
were wounded. 

The 
German destroyers turned as the British 


sighted them and ran for Zeebrugge, the 
British craft pursuing and shots being 


exchanged in a running fight. 

The German Admiralty’s uccount of 
the fight as received here today says: 

“On March 20, off the coast of Flan- 
ders, a fight which was successful for 
us took place betwien three German 
torpedo boats and a division of five de- 
stroyers. The enemy broke off the en- 
Zagerent after he had received several 
direct hits and he steamed out of sight 
at full speed. We suffered only unim- 
portant damage.”’ 

Austrians Retire in Galicia, 

Austrian forces, operating northwest 
of Uscieczko on the Dniester River 
near ths Buci.owina border, 40 miles 
northwest of Czernowitz, were forced 
by the pressure of the Russians to 
evacuate the bridgehead fortifications 
and to abandon their transports. Under 
cover of night they succeeded in reach- 
ing the Austrian advance posts north- 
west of Zale Szczyky, north of Czer- 
nowitz, according to the Austrian official 
statement issued today. 

The official statement pays a tribute 
of admiration to the bravery of the 
Austrian troops, who gave way only 2n 
account of th» superior strength of the 
Russian attacking forces. It adds that 
the only means left to the Austrians to 
avoid capture was to break through 
the Russian positions at Uscieczko, and 
this they did with complete success. 

The latest Russian official report dea!- 
ing with operations in Galicia says the 
Russians in a sharp attack took some 
trenches and a bridgehead east of the 
village of Mikhaltche. 


Heavy Attacks in North. 
A dispatch from Berlin say the Rus- 


sian offensive, which began last Friday, 
is, according to dispatches from the 
HRastern headquarters, evidently a seri- 
out attempt to relieve the pressure at 
Verdun, Between Lakes Dreswiaty and 
Wichnevskie, the artillery began range 
firiny: Friday and infantry attacks began 
Saturday morning in strong force on all 
parts of this section of the front. 
Northward of Postavy and at several 
other points heavy divisions attempted 
surprise attacks at dawn without artil- 
lery preparation, but were easily re- 
pulsed. Two hours later the Russian 
artillery began sheiling the German po- 
sitions furiously, especially southward of 
Postavy. Thereupon the Russian infan- 
try rushed forward in thick masses to 
within range of the fire of the German 
machine guns. ‘The Russians fell in 
heaps. None of them lived to reach the 
German entanglements, although the 
lines range only between 80 and 400 
South-

Russian dead were counted. The Rus- 
sians continued their attacks there all 
Gay, but made no further serious attack 
at Postavy after their first repulse. 

The official report from Petrograd last 
night sald that in the operations south 
of the Dvinsky neighborhood the Rus- 
sians stormed. Velkoiselo, cast of the 
town of Tveretch, and occupied also the 
village of Zanapscz and a section of 
trenches near the village of Ostro- 
viinay, between lakes Narocz and Wich- 
nevskie. 

Germans Gain at Verdun. 

Interest has been renewed in the 
Verdun fighting, following the re- 
newal of heavy German attacks west 
of the Meuse. The Paris report this 
afternoon concedes additional prog- 
ress for the Germans. 

Dispatches from Holland say it. 1s 
reported great damage was done by 
the 65 allied aeroplanes which yester- 
day bombarded the German bases at 
Zeebrugge. 

The Berlin report on the raid on 
the coast of Kent Sunday denies that 
a German machine was brought 
down, saying that despite violent fire 
from land batteries and aeroplanes, 
all the machines returned safely.

2000 SHIPS SUNK, DETAINED, 
OR CAPTURED IN THE WAR 


Germany Heads List With 600, Great 
Britain Second With 
100 Less, 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
European war has taken from the 
seas more than 2000 merchant vessels 
of nearly 4,000,000 tonnage, according 
to figures published by .the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Germany with 
600 vessels sunk, captured or _  de- 
tained, heads the list of losers. 

Two hundred and twenty-five of 
the 500 British vessels lost were sunk 
by submarines. Great Britain’s allies 
iost 167 ships. 

Austria lost 80 and Turkey 124. 
The total of neutral losses is put at 
736, but most of these were released 
after being reported captured. 

Ninety-two neutral vessels have 
been torpedoed and 94 sunk by mines. 
Twenty-three have been damaged by 
submarines and mines.

One Given Last June to Secure, 


MAJOR WILL GET 
PENDERGAST VOTES 
FOR INDORSEMENT 


Executive’s Recommendation for 
Vice Presidency at St. Joseph 
Virtually Assured. 


CONVENTION IS CONVENED 


Eight Delegates at Large Instead 
of Four Probably Will Be 
Chosen.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 21.—Shortly 


before the Democratic State convention 


convened at noon today the hopes of 
the anti-Major delegations that they 
would be joined by the Kansas City 
delegation in their fight to prevent an 
indorsement of Gov. Major for Vice 
President were shattered when Tom 
Pendergast, Kansas City factional 
leader in control of the delegation, 
caused it to become known that he had 
decided to support the indorsement. 
Though realizing that the loss of the 
12% delegates from Kansas City probabi» 
means the convention will indorse the 
the anti-Major democrats of 
Buchanan and othe. counties 
would not let up in their 


Governor, 
St. Louis, 
said they 
fight. 

Chairman John E. Mooney, of 
Louis County, declared an indorsement 
obtained only after a hard fight wouid 
mean nothing to the Governor, and that 
the fight would be continued even if it 
should develop there was no hope of 
preventing the indorsement. 

Speculation Over Pendergast Move. 

Speculation was rife as to the reasons 
which impelled Pendergast to throw h‘s 
strength to the Governor. Pendergast 
denied he had made a deal with Major. 
The opinion prevailed that Pendergast 
was following orders of Senator Ree, 
in furtherance of the Stone-Reed-Major 
siliance, by which Major was eliminated 
as a candidate for Senator against Ree.1 
in exchange for the Stone-Reed support 
of an indorsement for Major for Vice 
President. 

Pendergast has openly said he did not 
want to support Major, and seemingly 
reliable reports were current here that 
he demanded that Major give him two 
Folice Commissioners and one Election 
Commissioner in Kansas City in ex- 
change for his support. There is noth- 
ing to indicate that such a deal has 
been made. 

Pendergast’s position, as explained b: 
one of his lieutenants, is that while he 
obtained nothing from the Major ad- 
ministration and had made no deal, he 
was willing to aid in an empty indorse- 
ment of the Governor. 

Politicians familiar with Kansas City 
politics are not fully convinced that the 
story of the reported Pendergast-Major 
deal involving the Kansas City appoint- 
ments is not well founded, and de- 
clare it will not be surprising if the 
Governor makes changes in his ap- 
pointees in Kansas City in a month or 
so, and Pendergast gets what he wants. 

The active contest for the four places 
o” delegates-at-large to the Nationa’ 
convention in St. Louis has broughr 
about a movement to select eight dels- 
gates with half a vote each, instead of 
four with one vote each. 

It is expected that this plan will be 
carried out, and that in this way all whe 
desire places may be satisfied. It seems 
certain that three men of wealth will be 
on the delegation, and it is expected by 
the leaders that each of them will be 
a somwhat more liberal contributor t> 
the campaign fund than if passed by in 
the selection of the delegates at larga. 
The three are former Gov. Lon VV. Ste- 
phens of St. Louis, the Rev. Dr. J. T 
M. Johnston of St. Louis and Col. Wi?!. 
liam H. Phelps, State Senator from the 
Carthage district. 

It is probable that the other delegates. 
at-large will be United States Senatore 
Stone and Reed, Speaker Clark, former 
Gov. Dockery and D. C., McClung, chair- 
man of the State Committee. 

Former Gov. Dockery, now Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General, arrived 
here vesterday from Washington. He 
said he was here as an appointee of 
President Wilson to promote harmony. 
He will attempt to obtain an indorse- 
inent of the Missouri representatives in 
Congress. He will have opposition to 
this move, however, because Represent- 
atives Hensley, Decker and Igoe voted 
against the administration forces re- 
cently on the tabling of the ship warn- 
ing resolution. 

Convention Meets at Noon. 

Chairman McClung convened the con- 
vention promptly at noon and read the 
official call. After the invocation Mayor 
Marshall of St. Joseph delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome and the temporary of- 
ficers took charge of the convention. 

A. T. Dumm of Jefferson City, the 
temporary chairman, delivered the “key- 
note” speech. The committees selected 
at the district meetings in the morning 
retired to consider their reports. 

The Committee on Resolutions is con- 
sidered the important of them because in 
it will originate the fight on the Major 
indorsement. J. G. Parkinson, son-in- 
law of Senator Stone, is the member 
from St. Joseph on this committee. It 
was the plan of the St. Joseph delega- 
tion that Parkinson oppose the indorse- 
menc in the committee and if overruled 
to take a minority report to the conven- 
tion, or offer a motion to substitute the 
name of Vice President Marshall for 
that of Major. Bither plan would carry 
the fight to the floor of the convention.

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BELGIUM TO HAVE PART IN

Entente Allies Makes vr» Formal 
Promise of Participation to 
King Albert. 

LONDON, March 21.—The entente 
allies have promised Belgium’ she 
will be invited to participate in the 
peace negotiations. 

The announcement regarding Belgium 
was made by Sir Edward Gre&, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who in- 
formed the House of Commons today 
that Great Britain, France and Russia 
had made the declaration to Belgium 
that when the time came she would be 
invited to participate in the peace -- 
gotiations. 

A guarantee was given to Belgium, 
Sir Edward Grey said, that the Powers 
would not cease hostilities until she had 
been reinstated in her political and 
economical independence and largely in- 
demnified ‘‘for the wrongs she had suf- 
fered.”’

American troops 
have arrived there and the officers now 
are quartered in the residences of citi- 
zens. 


ENGLISH SUSPICIOUS OF SHOES 


Beginning to Believe They Have Ger- 
man Leather in Them. 

LONDON, March 21.—The English peo- 
ple are beginning to believe that they 
are wearing shoes made of German 
leather through the fact that many of 
their shoes are imported from Switzer 
land, where the manufacturers are 
known to use large quantities of German 
leather Their suspicions were recently 
apparently confirmed by the fact tha. 
British imports of shoes from Switzer- 
land during February were nearly 
double those of the corresponding period 
in 1914. 

Information was given in the House of 
Parliament recently that the use of Ger- 
man leather to the extent of 25 per cent 
in shoes imported from Switzerland is 
permissable.

Respected, 


Fell to Hunted Bandit 


Former Revolutionary Officer Says Leader Was 
Deserted by Advisers When It Became Known 
He Was Ambitious to Be 


Dictator. 


By Associaged Press. 

EL PASO, Tex., March 21.—Gen. Fe-| 
lipe Angeles, often referred to as the 
“True Patriot of the Mexican revolu- 
tion,’’ and former chief military ad- 
viser to Francisco Villa, today came out 
of a long retirement to explain how, !n 
his opinion, Francisco Villa, instead “f 
being the leader of the Constitutional 
cause, has fallen to the status of a 
hunted bandit. 

Gen. Angeles charged that ‘Villa, like 
Carranza, aspired to be a dictator,’ and 
that this, and not the battles he lost, 


r caused his friends to forsake him. 


The General was the last of Villa’s 
prominent supporters to quit him. He 
now lives on a modest vegetable ranch 
and dairy, four miles beyond the eastern 
outskirts of El Paso. 

E:xtled From Mexico. 

Half a mile distant flows the Rio 
Grande. From his front porch he can 
look across into Mexican territory, 
which he is at present forbidden to 
enter. 
“The Carranzistas, the Villistas, the 
Zapatistas are all my enemies,” said the 
General, his young son acting as inter- 
preter, ‘‘and I chose this place for my 
home so that they may know that I 
fear none of them. 
“TIT till my soil and herd my cows, 
having definitely put aside wir and poli- 
tics. T am not guarded; anyone who 
wishes can cross the river and molest 
me.’ 
-Before beginning the interview. Gen. 
Angeles said that he regretted the diffi- 
culties into which Villa had fallen. He 
said that he had a warm remembrance 
of the man as a comrade in arms, and 
explained he had been drawn to sup- 
port him because Villa had appeared 
at the time to represent the cause of 
real democracy. He said he only left 
him when he found Villa did not under- 
stand democracy, although he did for 
the cause all that he knew how to do. 

How Villa Gained Power. 
Discussing the causes of Villa’s rise 
in the army, Gen. Angeles said: 
“Villa gained power because of his 
wonderful energy and his personal mag- 
netism. He had driving power. Also 
he could be free and generous. 
“There seems to be an impression that 
Villa assured obedience by inspiring 
fear. This is unjust,’’ the General con- 
tinued. ‘“‘The primary reason for Villa’s 
loss of power was his attempt to dic- 
tate the policies of his adherents. He 
refused to accept advice and his friends 
left him. 


“Villa possessed the knack to draw 
around him men of ability. When ne 
estranged these men his power began 
to wane. 

“As a commander he had but one plan 
of battle—to drive forward. He knew 
nothing of military strategy and his ad- 
visers supplied it. He lost his strategy 
when he lost his advisers. 


Turning Point in Career, 

“The turning point in Villa’s career 
came with the battle of Celaya, in 
March, 1915. This engagement, one of 
the most important of the revolution, 
exposed his defects as a General. Villa 
went into this battle with the most mea- 
ger supply of ammunition possible. Aft- 
er the first attack he had no ammuni- 
tion. Yet he ordered his men to ad- 
vance again. 

“Before Villa marched from Monterey 
to attack Gen. Obregon’s forces I volun- 
teered to go with him. Unfortunately, 
I was thrown from a horse and my foot 
was crushed. 

“I begged him not to take the of- 
fensive until he had obtained sufficient 
ammunition. Confident that the enemy 
was frightened by the prestige he had 
gained in previous battles, he ignored 
my pleas. 

“Tt is a solemn fact that Villa’s 
forces went into the battle of Celaya 
without orders. The better organized 
and better supplied Carranzistas, seeing 
that his ammunition was exhausted, 
rallied from his first attack and de- 
feated him. He had made no prepara- 
tions for possible repulse, and his force 
was completely disorganized. This was 
the beginning of the end.”’ 

Gen. Angeles declared that notwith- 
standing the recent trend of events the 
cause of democracy had not lost pres. 
tige in Mexico, 

Regrets for the Cause. 

“T only regret,’’ the General added, 
“that the cause was represented by 
such a man as Villa.” 

The General said it was altogether 
likely that the hunted bandit would 
elude his pursuers. 

Gen. Angeles is a graduate of the 
famous Mexican Military School of 
Chapultepec. He possesses a fine repu- 
tation as a military man, particularly 
in his specialty, artillery. Along the 
border and among many Government of- 
ficials it is often said that the General’s 
strategy freely given to Villa won the 
string of military successes for which 
Villa was given credit. Gen. Angeles 
modesly refuses to acknowledge this.

He explained 
that the necessity for maintaining so 
strict a censorship appeared to be 
growing less and that, unless the sit- 
uation was changed, there would per- 
haps be a considerable relaxation in 
efforts to prevent the publication of 
news.

These will be placed in 
service along the line of communica- 
tion from Columbus to Casas Grandes 
as soon as they arrive. The quarter- 
master at Columbus reported today 
that the two truck trains there had 
been placed in service Monday and 
that the facilities for transportation 
had been materially improved. 


Troops at Columbus Being Put in 
Condition for Field Service. 
COLUMBUS, N. M., March 21. —Every 
organization of the United States army 
at the Columbus station is being rap- 
idly brought into condition for field 
service. It was reported today that ad- 
ditional troops soon would be called for 

service in Northern Chihuahua. 

Information concerning the troops is 
recéived here daily over the army wire. 
less, the station here being connected 
with a field station at Casas Grandes. 
This information is relayed directly t> 
Major-General Funston, Department 
Commander at San Antonio, the cer- 
sorship prohibiting anything being 
made public here. What little informsu- 
tion becomes known here tells only of 
the forced and night marches.

JOINT HUNT FUR 
VILLA'S BANDITS 


Accepts Carranza’s Proposal for 
Protocol, Which is Being 
Drawn. 


WASHINGTON, March 21,—President 
Wilscen and his Cabinet today decided to 
accept a proposal for a protocol betwen 
the United States and the de facto Gov- 
ernment of Mexico for co-operation in 
the pursuit of Gen. Villa and his out: 
laws. 

Gen. Carranza’s Ambassador here and 
State Department officials will discuss 
the protocol further. It was expected it 
would be put in final form in a few days 
and signed. 
It also was decided at today’s Cabinet 
meeting that word should be sent late 
today to Gen. Carranza that the reques: 
of the United States to use the Mexican 
railroads does not include the trans- 
portation of troops, but only shipments 
of supplies to the American troops in 
Mexico. 
Acting Secretary Polk of the State De- 
partment and Secretary Baker explained 
to the Cabinet overnight dispatches anc 
the situation growing out the request fo! 
use of the railroads. 

Frotocol to Be Comprehensive. 

Polk said that in reply to the reqwuesi 

Carranza had asked whether it was 
planned to transport American troops as 
well as supplies. The Pres'dent and the 
Cabinet were disposed to meet any rea- 
sonable request. It was indicated thai 
the proposed protocol would be so com- 
prehensive as to include all questiony 
which might arise in connection with the 
joint pursuit of Villa by the American 
and Carranza forces. 
Acting Secretary Polk. Secretary Dan- 
iels, Attorney-General Gregory and Vost- 
master-General Burleson remained in 
conference with the President after the 
other Cabinet members had left the 
meeting. They did not disclose the 
ject of the conference. 

A tentative draft of proposed protocal 
being prepared by Eliseo Arredundo, 
Mexican Ambassador desigate. Arredon- 
do and Acting Secretary Polk have 
reached an agreement on the general 
principles involved. It is said the protocol 
will set forth the rights of the American 
troops, the nature of the co-operation 
expected from the Carranza soldiers, and 
wi'l provide for such matters as the use 
of Mexican railroads by American 
troo%s, although the specific request to 
ship supplies from El Paso will be dis 
posed of separately. 

Troops Already Co-Operating.

COLUMBUS, N. M., Mareh 21.—The 
border from Douglas to Columbus is 
placid.

It 
is doubtful if there is any other section 
in the United States as heavily armed.

Auto trucks and waguns ar2 constant- 
ly on the road and dispatch riders -“e 
coming and going on motor cycles A 
rigid censorship still is maintained at 
Columbus and Hacnhita. 

Negro Cavalry Adopts Song. 
Negro cavalry that followed Col. Dodd 
into Mexico were singing a song when 
they passed a homecoming American a 
short distance below the line. The song 
had been composed for the occasion 
by some minstrel doy attached to the 
troop and was sung to the tune of 
‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.’’ The Amer- 
ican who heard it said he could not re- 
member the words except that Uncle 
Sam rhymed with Don't Give a Dam. 
He said whole troops were singing ft i 
chorus. 

Although it is now more than 10 days 
since the Villa forces attacked Colum- 
bia and it has been established definitely 
that the bandits are fleeing before the 
American expeditionary force, some of 
the residents of the town are not with- 
out fear that the raid may be repeated. 
Virtually all men carry firearms an] 
almost every home now has its rifle 
rack.

Official Explanation of Failure 
Says Men Could Not See to 
Load Properly. 


WASHINGTON, March %.—An *fi- 
cial report explaining that difficulty o: 
loading in darkness was responsible fo 
the failure of two of the four weavone 
of the Thirteenth Cavaliry’s machine gu’ 
troop in the fight with Villa and his 
bandits at Columbus has been receive: 
at the War Department. Press 
patches telling of the guna jamming had 
caused Brigadier-General Crozier, Chie. 
of Ordnance, to order an investigation 

The report, transmitted by the office: 
commanding the machine gun troop 
through the headquarters of the San 
Antonio arsenal, follows: 

“The reason for the jamming of the 
machine guns during the fight Ilast 
Thursday morning was not the fault of 
the mechanism to function properly, 
but was due to the fact that the night 
was dark and it was a very difficult 
matter to load the guns. In loading 
the guns the feed strip has to be in 
serted in a narrow slot or guide. If the 
strip is not inserted properly in this 
guide the gun will fire about five shots 
and will then jam. This happened to 
two of my guns, as it was so dark that 
it was almost impossible to get the 
strips in the slots. The other two guns 
did not jam and the execution they did 
showed the value of machine cun fire. 
The ammunition was not reloaded and 
had been manufactured since 1910. The 
extractors are all model 1914."’ 

Gen. Crozier appeared to regard the 
explanation as satisfactory, as the 
troopers were fighting under the most 
adverse conditions. 

‘No entirely satisfactory machine .i- 
fle has yet been developed,”’ he said.

The 
schooling and diploma cost him $550, ac- 
cording to his brother, J. G. Steinlage, a 
dairyman of 6631 Florissant avenue, with 
whom he was associated prior to his de- 
cision to become a doctor. 

Steinlage was released on a $200 bond.

DENVER, Colo., March 7!—Without 
naming any of the prominent personages 
vith whom he talked while ‘n Germany 
with S. 8. McClure, Judge Ben B. Lind- 
sey has acknowledged that he sounded 
German sentiment toward Col. Roosc- 
velt, and how the German people would 
receive a visit from the Colonel. Judge 
Lindsey did not hint such a visit was 
contemplated by Col. Roosevelt, al- 
though he is a close personal friend of 
the former President. 

Judge Lindsey said: “In Germany I! 
found the keenest interest in Col. Roose- 
velt. One thing that surprised me was 
‘hat there was much more feeling 
against President Wilson than there was 
against Col. Roosevelt. The Germans 
seemed to be very much hurt over the 
attitude of Col. Roosevelt on some of 
the questions growing out of the war. 
They thought he had been misinformed 
—that he had been hasty on his judg 
ment, and if he would come to Germany, 
they could change his mind. Many 
were anxious for me to urge Col. Roose- 
velt to make a visit to Germany. 

‘Many Germans told me that as be- 
tween Col. Roosevelt and Prasident W'i!- 
son, they would prefer Roosevelt for 
President.’’

Superiority of Numbers Gave 
Germans an Early Advan- 
» tage in Struggles 


PARIS, Yarch 21.—Relatively numerical 
superiority from which an assailant al- 
ways profits at the beginning of an ac- 
tion, was given semi-officially to the 
Associated Press today as the explaga- 
tion for the initial German success in 
the battle of Verdun. 

“‘At the moment the Germans took the 
offensive we could not engage more than 
the forces we had provided for holding 
the liné,”” says the memorandum, ‘‘be- 
cause the Germans might merely have 
feinted before Verdun and attacked 
Nancy en masse, or they might have 
made their principal assault in thea direc- 
tion of Amiens or Calais. 

“The greatest difficulty of the general 
staff in such emergencies is to master 
its nerves to a reasonable appreciation 
of the shock that  »probably 
coming and the counter blow 
is necessary to deliver. The French 
staff was not surprised at 
dun. What it could not 
whether this was to be the principal at- 
tack; whether 10 corps were not ready 
to strike elsewhere while seven corps as- 
saile:l the eastern stronghold. 

“The reinforcing of the troops on th 
right bank of the Meuse before Verdun 
with new contingents numbering 250,000 
and the bringing up of all needed sup- 
plies and ammunition had been provided 
for in every detail early in February, 
and it worked out to perfection as the 
battle developed; but at the moment the 
German guns massed in unprecedented 
numbers opened fire on the morning of 
Feb. 21, the French lines there were held 
only by the covering troops. stationed 
there for months. It was the same divi- 
sions that stood the first shock that de- 
fended the ground foot by foot, retard- 
ing the advance of the Germans and 
plowing wide furrows in their ranks be- 
fore each position and finally by order, 
holding the line of Douaumont-Bras un- 
til reinforcements came up. 

Issue Is Made Certain. 

“The issue of the battle then was cer- 
tain to the defenders. The rush for Ver 
dun was not only anticipated by the 
general staff, but on analysis appears 
clearly logical, in spite of critics who 
characterize it as a paradoxical. The 
opportunity to impose battle on an ad- 
versary with a river at his back and 
with a single line of railway communi- 
cation exposed to artillery fire was suf- 
ficient to tempt the Germans, whose 
preparations were long deliberated upon 
and methodically carried out.’’ 

“At the beginning of the action, the 
French left rested on Brabant, Consen- 
voye, Haumont and the Caures, form- 
ing the first position, with Samogneux 
and Hill No. 300 constituting the sec- 
ond line. In the center the French held 
the Ville Woods, Herbebois and Ornes 
on the first line, with Beaumont, Wav- 
rille, the Fdses, the Chaume and the 
Caurieres. The right comprised Mau- 
court, Mogeville, the Braux Pond, the 
woods of Hautes Charrieres and From- 
ezey, With the second position on Be- 
zonveaux, Grand Chena and Dieppe. Be- 
hind these positions was the line of 
forts marked: by the villages of Bras, 
Douaumont,-Hardaumont, Vaux, Laufee 
and Eix. 
Telephone Lines Cut. 
“After one hour of shelling by pro- 
jectiles of all calibers, including tear- 
producing and suffocating gas shells, 
all telephonic communication with our 
first lines was cut and our shelters be- 
gan to succumb. Reports by dispatch 
bearers told of groups of our men 
crushed or buried under the debris of 
our defense works. 
“Our air scouts flying over the enemy 
positions reported a formidable num- 
ber of pieces in action. Aviators re- 
turning from the forest at Spircourt re- 
ported six captive balloons above the 
German positions. 
“From 7 o’clock in the morning 
until 4 in the afternoon the German 
shelling increased in intensity. 
Meanwhile our artilery had opened 
fire upon adversary batterles which 
had been located by our airmen. Our 
first line trenches were leveled, but 
the occupying troops clung to them 
wherever they could and in spite of 
the avalanche of projectiles, kept the 
Germans in check. The Cuares wood 
was lost, but it was recaptured by the 
chasseurs of Col. Driant. 
Foothold in Trenches. 

“At the end of the first day the 
Germans had gained a footing only ira 
our first line trenches, at heavy cost. 
But the artillery preparations con- 
tinued and it became evident that the 
German tactics were to crush the de- 
fensive lines tefore launching an in- 
fantry attack. Once the desired de- 
struction seemed to them as having 
been effected, reconnoitering parties 
advanced to observe the effect of the 
fire. Behind them came grenadiers 
and sappers and then the first wave 
of infantry. 
“On our side the artillery aimed to 
isolate those troops of the enemy that 
infiltrated everywhere, while our 
covering troops fought to the death 
and by counter attacks stopped the 
onward rush of the troops of our ad- 
versaries. The struggle for the 
Caures wood was resumed on the 224 
and our counter attack on the Hau- 
mont wood fafled, while the Germans 
with liquid fire penetrated the Con- 
senvoye wood. 
“At Herbebois our men held good and 
at Haumont they grouped around their 
Colonel and struggled until 6 o’sclock in 
the afternoon, when the Germans pene- 
trated among the ruins. At the end of 
the second day, the French troops were 
fighting almost entirely in the open. All 
their shelters had been crushed, the 
communicating -trenches destroyed and 
the supporting works torn up. Our ar- 
tillery, firing at a maximum distance of 
700 yards into compact masses of the 
enemy, spread death through the ranks 
and broke the impetus of the attack.’ 
“During the night, the French troops

UPPER HAND IN 
U-BOAT ISSUE 


Friends Believe von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg Will Be 
Able to Prevent Discus- 
sion of Under-Sea Warfare 
in Reichstag and Do Not 


Fear a Government Crisis. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, March 21L— 
Friends of the Imperial Chancellor, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, are now quite 
confident that he has well in hand the 
political situation connected with the 
displacement of A@miral von Tirpitz as 
Minister of Marine and that there need 
be no fear that it will develop into 
what is termed a Chancellor’s crisis. 

They believe the National Liberal and 
Conservative resolutions, calling for un- 


tile vessels, with the exception of pas- 
senger ships, may not even come to the 
point of open discussion and a vote in 
the Reichstag. 

The prime movers in the agitation— 
Herr von Heydebrand, Conservative 
leader in the Reichstag, and Maj. Ernst 
Basserman, National Liberal leader— 
have avoided introduction of interpella- 
tions to which the Chancellor would be 
forced to reply, and have chosen to 
clothe their proposals in the Yorm of 
resolutions, which, unless they are made 
urgent measures, will take their place 
in the regular order of resolutions. 

Chancellor Not Likely to Speak. 

So many other impvurtant resolutions 
have precedence that discussion of the 
submarine proposals in this event would 
be postponed indefinitely. In any case 
the Chancellor scarcely will speak upon 
the subject matter of the resolutions un- 
less he is compelled to do so. 

The movement which found expression 
in the resolution is composed of twe 
constituent elements. First there is the 
large body of popular opinion which. 
honestly interested in the submarine 
weapon, desires that it may have an op- 
portunity to display its effificacy unham- 
pered by political restrictions. This ele- 
men. generally is unaware of the polit’ 
ical motives which play a part in the 
movement. 

Second, there are those who are now 
and long have been desirous of having 
another Chancellor—one who would per. 
mit discussion of peace terms, the proj- 
ects of the annexationists and the sharp. 
eninz of the submarine campaign re- 
gardless of political dangers. 

This element would renounce the idea 
of Prussian franchise reform after the 
war and administer a check to the So- 
cialists as a party entitled to a voice in 
the affairs of the nation. Some of these 
have Admiral von Tirpitz in mind as the 
proper Chancellor, while others have no 
special candidate for the post. 


Chancellor Wins Support. 

The Chancellor, his friends say, has 
proved much stronger than his oppo- 
nents expected, both at headquarters, 
where he won in the_.test of strength, 
and among the people, where he has 
widespread support, particularly of the 
great body of lower middle classes. The 
moderate character of the Chancellor’s 
ideas regarding the nature of Germany’s 
ultimate peace program and the advisa- 
bility of avoiding measures which might 
bring new enemies into the field, which 
gained for him opposition of the Pan- 
Germans and the more extreme annexa- 
tionists, brought him popular support: 
With such assistance and with the aid 
of the more enlightened public opinion 
the Chancellor is confident of his ability 
to control the situation. 

Regarding the immediate occasion of 
the conflict, it is said, advocates of un- 
restricted use of submarines argued 
that by proclamation of a regular block- 
ade and declaration of intemtion to sink 
“ll merchant ships bound for Bngland, 
it would be possible to force Great Brit- 
ain to make peace overtures within two 
months. This argument found a certain 
amount of support at headquarters, until 
it was checked by the counter-argument 
that the effect probably would be to 
lengthen instead of shorten the war, 


owing to the efect on neutrals. 
Herr von Heydebrand is described as 


the “hope of the democracy” by Theo- 
dor Wolff in his weekly review in the 
Tageblatt, of which he is the editor in 
chief. 

Hope in Conservative 

Herr Wolff, commenting on ‘the con- 
servatives’ support in the Reichstag of 
their resolution regarding the conduct of 
the war, says: 

“Many of us have always been con- 
vinced that the political progress of 
Germany is only to be expected through 
the conservatives. The members of the 
other parties, with honorable exceptions. 
are with difficulty brought to act and 
are often tired before bed time. 

“When the storm-tried conservativer 
desire to protect thetr interests or carry 
their purpose through they throw everv- 
thing that hinders them aside. If they 
can only realize their desires in the 
Reichstag they will—heatedly as they 
will reject this imputation—secure fo: 
Parliament the role which it should 
have. 

“The Kreuze Zetung has declared 
frankly that the motions which the eon- 
servatives and 8) National Liberals are 
to support in the Reichstag are intended 
to express the feeling that the ‘Govern- 
ment does not possess longer the confi- 
dence which in itself is certainly most 
destrable’—in other words, that the mo. 
tions shall either impel Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg to change his opinion, or 
shall make his position as Impertal 
Chanceior impossible for him. 


“Is not that—always providing, netur. 
ally, that the conservatives do not 
abandon their plan—a resolute transftion 
to the decried parliamentary system 
which makes the existence of the Gov- 
ernment dependent upon the confidence 
of the people's representatives? But itn 
the land ruled by Parliaments no motions 
touching the aims and problems of the 
conduct of the war have thus far been 
brought before the Partiaments. 

“Our Conservatives and 8) National 
TAberals, in their fiery demand for new 
pariiamentary rights, stormed much 
further past the barriers that have been 


set up elsewhere, They not only gemand

“Herr von Hydebrand remains, nev- 
ertheless, the new hope of the demooc- 
racy.” 

The resolution referred to by Wolff de- 
Clares that “considering that Germany 
is able, through unNmited and unre- 
strained submarine warfare, to decrease 
British. tonnage so that it can be made 
extraordinarily difficult and perhaps {m- 
possible for the British nation to obtain 
sufficient gupplies of food and raw ma- 
terials; and considering that such war- 
fare would bring more speedily a vic- 
torious end of the war, the Imperial 
Chancellor is required to enter into no 
arrangements with other countries 
which would hinder us in the unlimited 
usé of the submarine weapon and to 
permit in the war zone against the ene- 
my’s traders, with the exception of pas- 
senger ships, such use of submarines as 
arises from the pecullarity of said weap- 
on.”’

KITRICK SUIT

BY TEN LAWYERS 


Arguments in Receivership Case 
Rehearse Entire Story of the 
Firm’s Collapse. 

Circuit Judge Shields yesterday lis- 
tened to speeches from 10 lawyers in ar- 
gument of the suit of minority stock- 
holders for a receiver for the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co., 
went into liquidation a year ago.

Contention of Plaintiffs. 

It is the contention of the plaintiffs 
that. the purchase of the retail business 
of the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. in 1905 
the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. in 1906 
was the first step which eventually led 
to the failure of the wholesale company. 
The purchase of this store was followed 
by the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. be- 
coming involved in real estate enter- 
prises which resulted in the erection of 
the Railway Exchange Building. 

The Railway Exchange Building was 
promoted by Thomas H. McKittrick, 
president of the dry goods company, 
but tn 1911 he found it necessary to sur- 
render the enterprise to a group of 
“syndicate managers,’” who financed 
the project by issuing more than $4,000,000 
in bonds and annuity certificates, and 
the building was erected under their 
auspices. In 1912 the Hargadine-McKit- 
trick company sold out its retail busi- 
ness, the Barr company, to the May 
company. Randolph Laughlin declared 
in his argument that the Hargadine- 
McKittrick Co. had lost $3,750,000 in the 
Bar store purchase and the subsequent 
liabilities such purchase entailed, in- 
cluding money of the corporation used 
in the Railway Exchange deal. 

Argument for McKittrick. 

It was contended by Laughlin: that 
Thomas H. McKittrick and directors 
of the dry goods company had been neg- 
ligent. Attorney Kirby, answering this 
argument, denied that there had been 
any negligence and said that the losses 
which occurred were the result of un- 
avoidable happenings, such as panio and 
tne war. He admitted that the purchase 
of the Barr store was like signing a 
death warrant for the wholesale com- 
pany, as circumstances later developed. 
However, it was argued there was no 
evidence of bad faith upon the part of 
McKittrick and his associates and what 
mistakes were made were errors of 
tndgment. 

Julian Laughlin sald T. H. McKittrick 
was like a man in quicksand when he 
got into the Barr deal. 

“Instead of turning around and trying 
to get out he kept getting in deeper 
until finally he was enveloped,’ said 
the attorney. ‘“‘About $4,000,000 of the 
Hargadine-McKittrick money was dissi- 
pated through mistakes of business 
judgment of which a 10-year-old child 
would be ashamed,”’ he added. 

The attorney said that McKittrick, 
before taking up the deals, organized a 
‘voting trust’’ which tied up the stock- 
holders of the dry goods company 10 
years. By this method he was able to 
dominate the business, the attorney 
said. 

In speaking of the books of the con- 
cern Laughlin said: 

“Certain items were chased around a 
circle four times. How can the stock- 
holders find out what was done with 
their money unless they get a re- 
celver?*’ 

Opposed to a Receiver. 

Attorneys Collins and McDonald ar- 
gued against a receiver and said that 
the Liquidating Committee was doing 
efficient service. Collins said to appoint 
a receiver would be an abuse of justice. 
He said he once represented complain- 
ing stockholders against the McKit- 
trick interests, and reached the conclu- 
sion that a court reeeivership would be 
wasteful. He is the attorney for the 
Liquidating Committee. 

Matt G. Reynolds declared “somebody 
ought to be made to account to the 
stockholders.’’ He said at one time the 
company had assets of $10,000,000 and a 
prosperous business. ‘‘Now there’s noth- 
ing but chips and stones left,” he said. 
“If the officers,”” he added, “had used 
the same kind of nerve to protect the 
business as they did to Involve it, the 
concern would be earning money today.” 
Fie characterized T. H. McKittrick as 
the ‘‘chief cook and bottle washer” in 
the case, 

Daniel G. Taylor, personal attorney 
for T. H. McKittrick, denied that his 
client had been guilty of bad faith, but, 
on the contrary, said the attorney, it 
was shown his acts were in good faith, 
with the intention of making money 
for the dry goods company. He said 
McKittrick had not made a cent profit 
in any of the deals, and his fortune is 
gone, as @ result of the failure.

ANMY BILL IS 
CAPEGIED TODAY 


Amendments Making Strength 
Greater Than 140,000 in 
Peace Times Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, March 2L.—‘ihe House 
today continued work on the Hay army 
reorganization bill, with about two- 
thirds of the measure remaining to be 
disposed of. Among the sections awatit- 
ing consideration are those relating to 
the national guard, the industrial re- 
serve and that providing for a nitrate 


plant 
Prospects were that the rapid progress 


j 
, 3 the bill, which began immediately 
Safter the rejection late yesterday of 


amendments to increase the regular 
army provisions of the bill, would be 
continued today. Defeat of the pro- 
posals made it reasonably certain that 
the bill would go to the Senate in prac- 
tically the form it was reported and by 
an overwhelming vote. 

Chairman Hay of the Military Com- 
mittee is hopeful that a final vote will 
be reached before adjournment for the 
day. 

To Give President Full Control. 

The first action of the House today 
was to adopt without a debate an 
amendment to give the President abso- 
lute control over the reserve of 60,000 
men. The bill origtnally provided that 
authority must be granted by Congress 
before the reservists could be mobilized. 
An amendment offered by Representa- 
tive Kahn of the committee and accept- 
ed by Chairman Hay, puts reservists 
under the orders of the Secretary of 
Wer, to be sent to any point when the 
call to the colors goes out. The amend- 
ment is considered the most important 
addition to the bill yet made. 

At the measure now standing tne 
President would have authority without 
consulting Congress to increase the 
army from 140,000 fighting troops to 175,- 
000 and also to summon to the colors 
the 60,000 reservists, which the bill con- 
templates will be provided within four 
years. 

The House rejected a proposal by Rep- 
resentative Anthony, Republican, of 
Kansas, to recruit an additional infant- 
rv regiment in Porto Rico for service 
in the Panama Canal Zone or else- 
where. 

Mr. Kahn then proposed as an amend- 
ment a provision in the Senate bill thac 
while the enlistment period should re- 
main fixed at three vears with the colors 
and four years in reserve, commarding 
officers might discharge efficient men 
into the reserve after one year of train- 
ing and that any well-trained man could 
go into the reserve on his own aprlica- 
tion at the end of two years’ active serv- 
ice. 

The amendment was defeated, 113 to 
108. The question will come up again in 
the Conference Committee as the Senate 
bill is almost certain to retain its pro- 
vision. 

Has Discharge Provision. 

The amendment as agreed to provides 
that soldiers may be discharged into the 
reserve at the end of one year’s serv- 
ice with the colors on approval of their 
commanding officers. 

Chairman Hay argued that the effect 
of the provision was to reduce the term 
of enlistment with colors to such a de- 
gree that the efficiency of the army asa 
whole would be impaired. Representa- 
tive Gardner contended that it would en- 
courage enlistment and tend to build up 
quickly a well-trained reserve since no 
man discharged into the reserve under 
the provision could not re-enlist in the 
army until he had completed six years’ 
service in the reserve. 

Representative Gardner's stmenJment 
tc raise the pay of privates from $15 to 
£20 per month and make other increases, 
was defeated without a roll call. In or- 
der to hasten action on the Hay bill it 
was decided to dispense tomorrow witii 
calendar Wednesday, one of the oldest 
«nd most revered institutions of the 
House. 

Result of Yesterday’s Work. 

The net result of yesterday’s debate 
on the proposed amendments wag tos 
sustain the recommendation of the Pras- 
ident as to the size of the regular army 
The Hay Dill carries virtually the pro- 
gram mapped out by former Secretary 
Garrison in this regard, but substitutes 
the federalization of the national guard 
for the continental army. The Presi- 
dent has approved its general outline, 
tut stands uncommitted as to details. 

Three times during the day the House 
defeated proposals to increase the peace 
strength of the regulars, fixed by the 
Hay bill at 140,000, and expandable .o 
175,000 by executive order if war is im- 
minent. The debate centerel] upon the 
Kahn amendment to fix the authorized 
peace strength at 220,000, but the first 
vote was on & substitute offered by Rep- 
resentative Fuller, Republican, of IIl!-. 
pois to make it 250,(0. 

The Fuller substitute was lost without 
a division. The Kahn amendment waa 
voted down 18 to 103, after appeals for 
a larger standing army had been made 
vy Representative Mann, Republican 
leader, and other influential members 
ot the minority.

Increased Price of Coal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the Sunday issue of your paper I saw an ac- 
count of a circular issued by the coal operators 
of Illinois in which they still maintain that it re- 
culres 10 cents per ton to the consumer to meet 
the increased cost of producing coal. One of the 
items is, 2 cents per ton is required to meet the 5 
per cent increase conceded to the men who work 
by the day, but I still maintain that that is not 
true. For instance, a mine producing 1600) tons 
per day requires about 50 men working ty) the 
day, and the average wage of these 50 men is $3 
rer day, or $150 per day, and that is giving them 
a high average. Now, an increase of 1 cent per 
ton on 1500 tons equals $15, and a 5 per cent in- 
crease on 50 men averaging $3 per day equals 
$7.50, which only would require % cent per ton 
to pay. So the charge that it will require 2 cents 
per ton is ridiculous. They may make the gen- 
eral public believe their statement, but they can- 
not support their position where facts are re- 
aquired. 

. One other statement, in whith they say that 
the additional cost of powder would require 1 
cent per ton has caused many a laugh amongst 
the miners who have seen it in print, for the

THE MAJOR-RUMSEY FOLLY. 

The withdrawal of Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey from the contest for Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman is the first sign of sense in 
the Major-Rumsey combination. Certainly there 
could not be any greater act of folly than the 
candidacy of Mr. Rumsey based upon favor and 
fear of the saloon interests in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 

It is only surpassed by the folly of Gov. 
Major’s candidacy for the vice presidency. All 
the favored interests of the Governor and his 
appointees have been dragooned to obtain the in- 
dorsement of the State Democratic convention, 
which in the end will prove to be a wreath on 
the Governor’s political grave. , 

The main strength Rumsey commanded was 
his arbitrary power to favor or punish saloon 
keepers and their allied interests. These in- 
terests in St. Louis and wherever the Governor 
had control of the excise felt impelled, regard- 
less of political consequences which were neces- 
sarily grave, to support his plans. Probably 
they realized the consequences, but realized also 
their helplessness to resist the excise Czar in 
Jefferson City. 

The. result is an exposure of the campaign 
of Gov. Major through his excise appointees 
to win the political support of the liquor inter- 
ests for his personal ambition by winking at 
violations of the dramshop laws. The ministers 
and Anti-saloon League representatives had lit- 
tle difficulty in getting evidence of law viola- 
tions in this city. 

We have no sympathy with stringent prohibi- 
tion, but on the other hand we condemn as all 
law-abiding people do the countenancing and 
encouraging of law violations by public officers 
for political purposes. 

Certainly there could not be found a stronger 
argument for home rule than the situation now 
confronting the people of Missouri and particu- 
larly those who fought home rule in the alleged 
interest of law enforcement.

GENERAL ABILITY. 

“There’s no such thing as general ability,” says 
Prof. Edgar James Swift of Washington Univer- 
sity. “Men have ability to do certain things, but 
they may be incapable in other things.” 

The professor’s announcement, which strikes 
us as true, will be a blow to many a proud man. 
It is a secret vanity, and sometimes an open van- 
ity, of many men who have been eminently esuc- 
cessful at one thing to fancy they could do almost 
anything equally well. Alas, it does not follow 
that Eddie Foy can play Hamlet, nor every pros- 
perous merchant write good musical comedy. The 
sensational human fly cannot necessarily scale 
Olympus, the pig-iron man the peaks of politics, 
nor the poet the heights of finance. Indeed it is 
not every thriving manufacturer who can run a 
newspaper better than a regular editor, or every 
bank president who can conduct the presidency 
of the United States better than the officia) in- 
cumbent. 

But the ambition to do everything well is noble. 
The men who reach out for something new are 
those who make the world go, and the fearless- 
ness with which awkward hands lay hold on un- 
tried projects is heroic, their failures only less 
inspiring than their successes. 
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HELP FOR MISSOURI’S BLIND. 

At the last session of the State Legislature, the 
Missouri Commission for the Blind was created. 
to devise ways and means for the betterment of 
sightless persons. In a recent editorial, the Post- 
Dispatch called attention to the fact that, up to 
cate, the commission had done nothing. 

The March issue of The World of the Blind 
explains that the failure of the commission to 
comply with the law has been due to misfortunes 
that have befallen several of its members. Its 
president, Charles A. Stix, and its secretary, J. C. 
Jones, have been ill, and its vice president, J. D.

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JAPAN PLANS PACIFIC CONQUESTS. 

Washington has learned some very interesting 
information as to Japanese plans for a new mer- 
chant marine. 

The entente loan of $500,000,000 in thie country 
to pay in part for fighting tools bought here, 
rade available a like sum with which to pay 
in cash for simflar purchases mn Japan, whose 
finances would not permit of loans to any great 
amount. 

On the $500,000,000 worth of the output of its 
Government gun and ammunition shops, it is esti- 
mated that Japan has obtained a profit of about 
$100,000,000. What is she going to do with it? 

Unless report is erroneous, she is going to put 
tse money into trading ships. She purposes to 
cover the Pacific with her vessel lines, to snatch 
the trade Germany formerly held, to rival En- 
gland in those waters at least, to meet all at- 
tempts at American competition. 

Japanese eagerness to seize the great oppor- 
tunity afforded by the war is not the only lesson 
we have been given. We are slow to profit by 
them. Probably some of the same Americans 
who eulogize the promptness of straitened Japan 
in devoting $100,000,000 to a merchant marine 
will shudder at spending $50,000,000 of the money 
of this rich country for the same wise purpose. 

While we are preparing for defense let us not 
forget prudent preparedness for maintaining 
peaceful trade on the oceans after the war is 
over.

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SPY CREATING LAWS. 

Ministers ordering beer on Sunday in cafes did 
get evidence of law violations, but they supply a 
strong argument against prohibition or unreason- 
able lid laws. Laws of this kind are difficult to 
enforce; in fact are practically unenforcable at 
every point and require elaborate spy systems to 
reach any degree of enforcement. They do not 
deal with actual crime, but with personal conduct 
innocous in itself, made criminal by law. All blue 
laws fall under the same condemnation. 

The adoption by Congress of the Sheppard Dill, 
which relates to the District of Columbia, would 
require an army of spies in Washington. It for- 
bids not only the sale of liqucr in saloons and 
restaurants, but the use of it in private houses. 
Nothing could be more obnoxious to American 
principle or more ridiculous in legislation. 

Federal prohibition would require an army of 
Federal spies in every State for its enforcement. 
What could be worse, what more undemocratic 
end un-American than a multitude of Federal of- 
ficers spying out liquor law violators in every 
state of the Union? The American people have 
gone far in retaliating for the abuses of the liquor 
business in this country, but they ought not to 
carry the campaign to the point of creating a ' 
huge Federal spy system and utterly destroying 
personal liberty. The evils of such legislation 
may be worse than those it is designed to 
eliminate. 


THE CHASTENED ARMOR PLATE TRUST. 
The Armor Plate Trust, in consequence of tie 
plan to establish a Government plant, is almost 
ready to feed out of Uncle Sam’s hand. The 
Tillman bill is discussed at length in the an- 
nual report of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
and an alternate offer is made public to manu- 
facture armor plate at actual cost, as determined 
by reputable chartered accountants. 

It is admitted in advance that this arrangement 
will effect a reduction of at least $30 a ton and 
the company is prepared to make 40,000 of the 
120,000 tons to be used in the next five years at 
$395, instead of $425. The saving on the entire 
amount would be $5,600,000. 

The threat that if a Government plant was 
authorized private manufacturers would double 
their price was not made by the steel men. The 
man responsible for it was Senator Penrose, who, 
talking without authority, seems to have succeed- 
ed only in prejudicing the public in favor of the 
Government plan. 

The Bethlehem proposal seems fair. Private 
ranufacturers of munitions of war are to be en- 
couraged. Government plants are not an end in 
themselves, but only a means to important ends. 
If profits so large as to form an imposition on the 
taxpayers and furnish an incentive to munitions 
makers to promote war scares for influencing 
the adoption of extravagant military programs 
are eliminated, private manufacture is to be pre- 
ferred: to Government manufacture. 


PHOTOGRAPHS FOR THE FRONT. 
‘The Young Men’s Christian Association of En- 
gland has begun another activity in favor of the 
“Tommies.” 

Any soldier at the front can apply at his regi- 
mental office for a photograph of his father, 
mother, wife, children, new-born babe or sweet- 
heart, and the party will at once be photographed 
free of charge, and the picture forwarded to the 
petitioner. 

Photographers have therefore been very busy 
all through England, Ireland and Scotland, and 
villages that probably never had seen a camera 
are now alive with picture makers. 

A certain wholesale house of photographic ma- 
terials furnishes the films and under certain 
ecnditions even the camera free of charge, while 
the Government attends to the forwarding of the 
pictures. 

Each picture is accompanied by some text, and 
a prayer from the Book of Common Prayer, usual- 
ly recalling the heroism of the chosen people and 
praying for the grace of fortitude. 

It is claimed that by visualizing the home in- 
terests for which they are fighting, the pluck and 
determination of the Britisbers is greatly en-

No One Likely to Be Nominee 
Considered—That Includes 
Col. Roosevelt. 


21.—The subcom- 
mittee on arrangements of the Re- 
publican National Convention ad- 
journed today without taking action 
on the election of a temporary chair- 
man for the national convention. 

Five names were prominently be- 
fore the committee. They were: Rep- 
resentative James R. Mann of Iili- 
nois, Senator Warren G. Harding of 
Ohio, P. C. Knox of Pennsylvania, 
former Gov. Herbert §. Hadley of 
Missouri, and Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Columbia University, 
New York. 

A tendency to eliminate those re- 
garded as presidential aspirants was 
said to prevail among the commit- 
teemen, and this was regarded as 
militating against tne chances of the 
selection falling on Gov. Hadley. 
Chairman Hilles sent telegrams to 
absent members of the subcommittee 
asking for their opinion on tempo- 
rary chairman. 

Franklin Murphy, who yesterday 
said the ‘wisest leaders of the party 
seem to think that Col. Roosevelt 
could not be elected if he could be 
nominated,’ and added that he did 
not think Col. Roosevelt would be 
seriously considered by the conven- 
tion, said today: 

“Recent letters written by Col. 
Roosevelt indicate that he is very 
much a candidate. He has several 
admirable qualities. He sticks to his 
friends.” 

The three candidates most favored 
appeared to be Senator Warren G. 
Harding of Ohio, Philander C. Knox 
of Pennsylvania, and Congressman 
James R. Mann of Illinois. 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia University, today 
telegraphed asking the committee 
from Spokane not to consider his 
name. Chairman Hilles said: 

“We informally considered a num-
